(By iu o c to tti Vth i ) 
MOSCOW, Aug. 7.—Information 
received from Russian guerrilles 
behind the German lines today 
said the Nazis were carrying out 
a general civilian evacuation of 
the Smolensk region. 
Smolensk, 220 miles west of Mos­ 
cow and probably the most impor­ 
tant German base in all 
Russia, 
would be endangered by complete 
deflation of the Orel salient to the 
southeast as the Russians already 
hold positions less than 50 miles 
to the northwest between Yartsevo 
and Vyazma. 
The information from the parti­ 
sans said the Germans were mov­ 
ing the* population to the west and 
also taking away all metal and 
other potential war materials, even 
the tin roofs of houses. 
Kharkov Threatened 
Two Russian army groups, which 
outflanked 
Kharkov 
from

north in a swift drive through Bel­ 
gorod, were threatening the rear 
of the German positions around 
that third largest city in the Soviet 
union today, front line dispatches 
said. 
Descending the valley by way of 
the Uby river, the Russians raced 
through Zolochev, a little more than 
20 miles northwest to Kharkov in 
a flank attack similar to the ac­ 
tion farther north which drove the 
Germans from Orel and opened the 
way for a simultaneous push to­ 
ward Bryansk.

U. S. HEADQUARTERS IN THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC, Aug. 7—Japan 
has last mote than twice as many 
warships and four times as many 
planes as the United States In the 
South Pacific since the beginning 
of the Solomons campaign one year 
ago. 
A compilation based on official 
communiques showed today the ex ­ 
tent of American superiority over 
the enemy in the air as well as on 


Figures covering the period of 
Aug. 8 , 1942 to May 8, 1943, for the 
South Pacific only, placed Japa­ 
nese losses as 96 warships sunk, 18 
probably sunk and 129 damaged.

Ours were not listed in their en­ 
tirety. but a Navy spokesman said 
American losses were less than one- 
fourth of the enemy s, or in the vi­ 
cinity of 450 planes. 
But for our losses, we gained a 
toe-hold in the Solomons. Ameri­ 
can forces now occupy Guadalcanal, 
several smaller islands and have all 
but driven the enemy from New 
Georgia island with its strategic 
Munda airdrome now captured. 
(An Associated Press tabulation 
based on U. 8 . and Allied commun­ 
iques and announcement* to July 
19 showed Allied submarines, war­ 
ships and planes have sunk at least 
634 enemy naval and merchnt ships 
since Pearl Harbor).

CIVILIAN** WILL GET ESSENTIALS 
On their second or third reading of WPB Vice 
Chairman Arthur D. Whiteside’s report on a proper 
policy for meeting civilian requirements, civilians will 
get the idea that Mr. Whiteside is breakng some 
tough news to them as gently as possble. 
Civilians 
are approaching the end of the honeymoon that they 
have been staged U> by the highest living standard 
on e*rth. 
From now on—and this Is the import of 
the Whiteside report—they are going to fee! the 
impact of the war. 
WPB civilian policy will give them essentials. 
It 
Will maintain their equipment and their services, con­ 
sistent with the prior satisfaction of wartime needs. 
It will call for a great deal of making things do. 
using up what is on hand, sacrificing non-essentials 
Civilian demands will be regulated not by civilian 
wapts but by civilian needs. When present inventor­ 
ies are gone, many of them will not be replaced. Tills 
is the news that Mr. Whiteside breaks as tactfully 
as possible. 
The United States went into the war with a tre­ 
mendous store of material in the hands of consum­ 
ers. and suppliers. 
The surplus has been disappear­ 
ing from month to month, as both consumers and 
suppliers well know. 
Had there been no surplus, the 
impact of war would have been felt long ago. 
As 
it is, it is only beginning to be felt now—and still 
not’ acutely. 
But the bottom has not been reached 
yet. 
Things are going to get worse before they get 
better. 
Contrary to the wishful thinking that has been 
mgiiged in from time to time on scant provocation, 
WPB is not going to authorize any sudden or large- 
scale returns to civilian production for the duration. 
Every point in Mr. Whiteside’s declaration of policy 
supports an expectation of a continuously dwindling 
supply of civilian goods, other than those essential 
for’maintenance.

Th e wandering English mo ld led 
to th e disco very o f penicillin—th e 
migh ty germ-figh ter th at scient­ 
ists expect will save th e lives o f 
th o usands o n th e battle-fro nts o f 
th e wo rld. Th e experience o f th e 
yo ung German girl unfo lded th e 
sensatio nal sulfa drugs. Th e New 
Yo rk so il was th e birth -place o i 
gramicidin, 
even mo re po werful 
th an sulfa. And preliminary studies 
sh o w th at th e witch do cto rs, with 
th eir brew o f curare, lo ng ago h it 
upo n th e relaxing agents medical 
men h ave needed to treat diseases 
with o ut sh o ck. 
Penicillin's Beginning 
Penicillin’s sto ry go es back to 
1929 ' and th e labo rato ry o f Pro fes­ 
so r Alexander Fleming in Lo ndo n 
as h e began a ro utine study o f 
bacteria. As h e h ad do ne many 
times befo re, Fleming prepared a 
virtual Garden o f Eden fo r h is 
germs. He filled a culture plate 
with a jelly -like 
substance 
in 
wh ich th ey migh t th rive and mul­ 
tiply . 
Th en 
absent-mindedly h e 
left th e plate expo sed. 
He returned to find th e bacteria 
dead. 
Fleming so ugh t th e reaso n, and 
disco vered 
an 
univited 
guest— 
penicillium, a co mmo n mo ld fo und 
in th e air and so il and a member 
o f th e same tribe as th e greenish , 
mo ldy gro wth fo und o n h ard, stale 
bread. It appeared to h ave given 
o ff 
a 
“po iso n 
gas’’—penicillin— 
th at paraly zed bacteria. 
Fo r y ears Fleming tried to ex­ 
tract th e gas and explo re Its effect 
o n th e germs th at invade h uman 
beings. Th en Ho ward jFlo rey, Ox­ 
fo rd 
university ’s ace path o lo gist, 
stepped in and fo und h o w to do 
th e jo b. 
Sensatio nal Tests 
First tests o f penicillin o n h u­ 
mans made h ardened medical men 
rub th eir eyes. One patient’s bo dy 
was co vered with abscesses. 
He 
was given injectio ns and with five 
day s h is so res h ad go ne. Serio us 
eye infectio ns cleared up. Germs 
in o pen wo unds were ro uted. 
Scientists say it is still to o early 
to tell all th at penicillin can and 
can no t do . But its entire Ameri­ 
can pro ductio n, under strict go v­ 
ernment co ntro l and spo nso rsh ip. 
Is go ing to th e armed fo rces. And 


penicillin research es believe th at 
o n th e battlefields—wh ere 
o pen 
wo unds h ave sco urged so ldiers fo r 
centuries—its 
brigh test 
ach ieve- 1 
ments will be reco rded. 
Th e sulfa 
drugs—sulfanilamide 
and 
its o ffspring, 
sulfapy ridine, 
sulfath iazo l 
and 
o th ers—h ad a 
similar accidental beginning. Th ese 
are th e drugs th at h ave slash ed 
away at pneumo nia, ch ildbed fever i 
and sco res o f o th er dreaded dis­ 
eases, and th at h ave kept death s 
fro m wo und infectio ns in Wo rld 
war II to an amazing minimum. 
An o bscure student named Gel- I 
mo , at th e 
Vienna Institute o f | 
Tech no lo gy in 
19 06, o pened th e

sto ry 
He devised a dye—“para- 
amino benze-sulo namide” — o ut o f 
co al 
tar. and it 
wo n fo r h im a I 
do cto r’s degree in ch emistry . 
Fo r almo st 30 y ears th e fo rmula 
lay virtually unused fo r medical 
treatment. Th en, in 19 35, Dr. Ger­ 
h ard Do magk’s search fo r a killer 
th at wo uld attack germs but no t 
cell tissues led h im to th e Gelmo 
dye. He tried it o n sick mice and 
rabbits—and it wo rked. 
Th en h is daugh ter pricked h er 
finger. Blo o d po iso ning set in, and 
th e best specialists Do magk co uld 
find to ld h im th e infectio n wo uld 
be fatal. In desperatio n h e tried 
th e sulfa. Th e girl reco vered—and 
th e first o f a lo ng line o f “miracles’* 
began. 
Unearth ing Gramicidin 
Ano th er drug, 
mo ving 
rapidly 
into th e wo nder class, was literally 
unearth ed five y ears ago by Dr. 
Rene Dubo s at th e Ro ckefeller in­ 
stitute in New Yo rk City. 
Th e drug Is gramicidin—and th e 
th eo ry beh ind it is simple. Since 
th e time o f Lo uis Pasteur, bacter­ 
io lo gists knew th at po werful en­ 
emies o f th e man-killing germs 
co uld be fo und in th e so il, fo r mil­ 
lio ns o f bacteria-infected animals 
and men h ad been burled in th e 
earth and so meh o w th e bacteria 
h ad failed to th rive. Dr. Dubo s set 
upo n finding th e germ-killers. 
Wo rking fro m so il to test tube, 
h e develo ped a strain o f germ- 
h ungry micro bes. Th en h e extract­ 
ed th e 
digestive ch emicals 
th at 
did th e actual killing. Th e result 
was gramicidin. 
Experts at th e Bo sto n university 
sch o o l o f medicine put it to wo rk, 
and spectacularly it cured skin dis­ 
eases, ulcers and wo und infectio ns. 
Th e Mayo clinic h as used it suc­ 
cessfully in treating sinusitis. 
Furth er experiments o n grami­ 
cidin are pro ceeding at h igh speed. 
As fo r its po tentialities, it is 1,000 
to 100,000 times mo re po werful th an 
sulfanilamide. One-milllo nth o f a 
teaspo o nful can pro tect a mo use 
fro m 10.000 o th erwise fatal do ses 
o f pneumo nia germs. 
Curare Experiment* 
Curare h as no t y et been suffi­ 


ciently well tried to be classified 
as a “wo nder drug.” But scientists 
wh o h ave experimented with it 
say th at its use may pro ve spec­ 
tacular. 
Since 
19 29 , 
insulin—and th en 
o th er m eth o d*-h ave been used in 
treating so me mental diseases to 
induce sh o ck and bring th e patient 
to no rmal. But in many cases th e 
co nvulsio ns bro ugh t abo ut by sh o ck 
pro ved fatal. By causing co mplete 
relaxatio n, curare in tests is said 
to h ave prevented 
th ese 
co nvul­ 
sio ns with o ut lessening th e treat­ 
ment’s effect. 
Similar successes 
h ave been 
repo rted in treating 
spastic ch ildren 
Fo r centuries curare was kno wn 
to th e natives o f th e upper Ama­ 
zo n 
Prepared fro m plant barks 
and ro o ts, it was used by native 
do cto rs as a po iso n. 
Wh en Sir Walter Raleigh went 
to th e Orino co in 159 5 h e no ticed 
curare Explo rers since th en h ave 
co me back with strange and- in­ 
credible tales o f its po wer. But it 
remained fo r Rich ard C. Gill, an 
American living in Eucado r, to o r­ 
ganize an expeditio n in 19 38 and 
j return to th e United States with 
I 30 po unds o f th e drug fo r experi­ 
mental purpo se» .

World War Veteran Declares

A USAAF BOMBER BASE, Eng­ 
land—MaJ. 'Reynolds Benson, 48 
New York City, one of the 
first 
Army pilots to see action in 
the 
first World war, thinks being in the 
air over Germany was a lot safer 
then—no matter what you were 
flying. 
Benson, who wears an old Royal 
Flying Corps hat (1918 vintage >for 
good luck when he goes on a mis­ 
sion now, said the “bow and arrow 
.stuff’’ then made 
it considerably 
easier to fly, fight and bomb then. 
“A fight with fighters lasted only 
two or three minutes 
and 
were 
scarce,” Benson said, “while a fight 
lasting well over an hour, such as 
we experienced at Kiel was un­ 
heard of. 
That gang of about 30 
Focke ‘Wolves’ that hopped us from 
the clouds over the North Sea on 
the return trip were really mean. 
They gave us the works." 
IN Miles Was Big Trip 
(After the Kiel raid one group ot 
Forts were “ambushed” over 
the 
North Sea after more than an houi 
of fighting over Kiel. They were not 
in good formation and some of the 
men were cleaning their guns when 
the surprise attack occurred. 
Six 
Forts were heavily damaged or de­ 
stroyed.) 
‘ And of course if we went 100 
miles into the German side of the 
lines wc figured we were to hell 
and gone in enemy territory. Now 
we 
trayel more 
than 600 miles 
through flak and swarms of fighters 
to reach our targets.” 
Three 
fundamentals 
haven't 
changed, Henson said. 
They 
are 
flying a tight formation, being able 
to shoot, and hitting the target. 
Many other things are different 
now, though. There was practically 
no briefing. “We’d be told we were 
going on a raid. 
At take-off time 
somebody would drift 
by 
with a 
map, point 
out 
an 
ammunition 
dump or supply depot and tell us 
to bomb it. Off we'd go.” 
216 Plane« ‘Biggest’ Raid 
Benson partUdpateft In dne 210- 
ship raid on Vouziers, France, in 


those earlv days—undoubtedly the 
largest such raid up to that time. 
"We mustered everything we had 
for the shindig, as did American 
squadrons who 
flew deHavilland 
ships, aptly known as ‘the flaming 
coffinr.’ 
We flew V formation 
in 
echelons of 12, got to the railrdad 
junction and plastered It.” 
At 
that 
time Benson was as­ 
signed to the French 114th and 68th 
Esc ad rt lies 
and 
flew 
a Breguet 
single-engine bomber which 
took 
eight 240-pound bombs under the 
wings. 
It carried three machine 
guns, one fixed in front and two in 
the rear turret. 
“Its engine some­ 
times developed 340 horsepower.” 
Communication was fairly prim­ 
itive them. 
On the bomb run the 
bombardier would steer the pilot 
by manipulating reins attached to 
the flier’s arms. 
Navigation 
was 
based solely on the pilot's knowl­ 
edge of the terrain. 
“It was wonderful in spite of the 
inefficiency,” Benson said. 
“Our 
own rooms . . . an orderly . . . 
plenty of heat and breakfast in 
bed . . . No ground school; all we 
did was fly, eat and sleep.’’

Forest A. Harness 
(R-Ind), 
sub-committeemen, said in a joint 
statem ent: 
"We recommend that there should 
be no draft of fathers until there 
has been a complete reex amina­ 
tion of all persons classified as 4 -F, 
and that a better utilization of the 
av ailable manpower between 
the 
ages of 3 8 and 4 5 be made.”
